Warren, Robert Penn Random House 
BAND OF ANGELS $3-95/ 


Warren, Pulitzer prize winner, erratic genius, poet, philosopher, novelist, 
short story writer, has written a provocative, at times brilliant book, which attacks 
from a different angle, the always moot subject of miscegenation and its aftermath. 
Kentucky and Louisiana, spanning the pre-Civil War and Reconstruction years, once 
again provide a background. Manty Starr, only child of a “widowed" plantation owner, 
is now spoiled and cherished, now rejected. A stormy interlude at a school above the 
line fires her with abolitionist philosophy, which her father pushes aside. Then, at 
her father's grave, Manty learns that she is his chattel, child of a slave, subject 
to seizure for his debts. The balance of the book is her own tragic tale of a life- 
long search for freedom, again and again with her grasp. But manumission papers prove 
insufficient to free her spirit. Escape from Hamish, the good man who had given her 
protection, is not the answer. The tie with Shaddy, grizzled old Negro whom her 
father had sold when he threatened her childhood security; with Seth Parton, twisted 
fanatic who would not allow himself to love her; with Rau-ru, free slave plantation 
manager, linked with old Hamish' unsavory past; with Tobias, northerner, trying to 
escape the net of his father's power, by taking over New Orleans' Freedman's Bureau - 
all played their part in Manty's search for a way of life. She could not escape 
the fears and memories and suspicions of her past. Tobias, knowing- she is led to 
believe- her guilty secret, loves and marries her. But their life together, as he 
spirals downward, is her constant cross. It takes 25 years before they learn that 
freedom lies within themselves. The book is uneven in development, often confused 
in conveying the underlying philosophy. But when the words are found and the meaning 
comes through, the reader finds reward. The moods and passions of a tortured era 
provide parallel backgrounds; now and again rare beauty comes alive in poetic passages.

IN A FARTHER COUNTRY $3.00 
There's an unsteadiness of unreality to this fantasy that will make it hard to 
take, except in the camps of those committed minority drumbeaters, for its wilderness of 
waifs is without woe or humanity while its sounds are those of ululations and muzzy 
hysterics (that's the way you get when you've finished). Items in the picture; foreground, 
Marietta McGhee-Chavez who is the heir to the country of Spain, the possessor of the le- 
gendary Colcha stitch and the savior of a road-runner, dying in Woolworth's before he is 
sold as a macaw; background, the travelers who tell their tales as they find their way to 
her place of glorifications where dream commodities include a wake (this brings in a 
coroner, a priest and a nun for a body that comes to life); stage right,- her husband who 
is hoping to become that in fact as well as name and who dreams too of restoring her use- 
fulness to his shop, "Artifices of Spain"; stage left,- all the definitions of Spain, the @

THE HAWK AND THE SUN $3.00 

The poet, whose novel Better A Dinner Of Herbs (1950) projected a lyrical and 
mystic line, here deals with the violence of an August day and the single inhabitant 
of Niggertown - Dandelion, a lame handyman, who, in going about his chores, goes to his 
doom. The murder of a white whore who has borne a colored baby has driven all the other 
Negroes from the town of Tilden and Dandy lives in fear and distrust. This day, when 
young Rhoda has murdered her aunt's cat through jealousy of Farley's sensuous friendship with 
Janathan; when, Jonathan seeks a personal revelation ot the Kev. Mr. Carhorn's text; when 
Farley is trying to find out if sexual experience leaves a visible stigma; when Miss Ella, 
the spinster owner of the book-store, slides into the world of madness - brings the rumor 
and suspicion of rape against Dandy. It lines up the symbols of money, law, religion 
against him, along with the slavering mob; it impels Farley's father to come out of his 
professorial ivory tower and try to stop the impending senseless brutality; it forces the 
homosexual relationship of Jonathan and Farley and prisons Rhoda in her aunt's enamelled 
world; it sees Dandy viciously and madly lynched. White and black - and sometimes gray, 
these are maimed and meanly people in a flare of rage that is in accord with the weather @ 
fragmentarily caught in an intense beat of catastrophe.

Those Brief Candles (1954) that flickered gaily and went out voluntarily are 
here rekindled when Sally and Jeremy Latimer invoke their impetuous ancestors, James 
and Charles, who had been so helpful a year earlier (and their monkey, Ulysses). With 
these three out of their graves, Uncle Quentin, who is in trouble in Italy, hasn't 
much of a chance as they make their way in a madly driven Citroen, through the mix-up 
of 32 passports, the releasing of the animals of a circus and unlatching Uncle Quentin 
from the adhesive Poppy Thompson. Good deeds prove infectious as the ghostly group 
effects the well-timed fade ins and fade outs and the revenants can return to their 
graves with a sense of accomplishment. Frivol in the Topper tradition, this ghoul- 
reaction should amuse a light minded audience.

Slaughter, Frank G. Doubleday 
FLIGHT FROM NATCHEZ $3.75 


Frank Slaughter- who can be typed- three ways, medical, biblical or histori- 
cal,- here uses the true incident of the Natchez refugees (this was also true of the 
/ last in this blood group- Fort Everglades) as a basis for the story of Surgeon Captain 
John Powers, who is cashiered out of the British Army in 1781 on a false charge. He 
hopes to secure his revenge against Fanning through Fanning's sister, Mrs. Stella 
Wright, who is married to an aging, ailing doctor in Natchez, and who offers him a 
job as Wright's assistant. On the way north, he rescues Faith Gordon, stranded there, 
and their marriage seems expedient and he takes her with him to Natchez which is now 
threatened by the Spanish. Powers joins with the Wrights in the evacuation which 
*& follows and the group of exiles is betrayed by a shifty wilderness guide; the reality 
of smallpox follows the threat of Indians, and Powers- making up his own vaccine- 
brings them through safely. He also learns to differentiate between his feelings 
for Stella Wright and the girl he has married, is ready to return the steady love 
Faith has offered him. Again the categorical imperative- but it won't be as impressive j

O'Brian, Patrick Harcourt, Brace 
THE WALKER And Ither Stories $3.50 


A collection of short stories ranges from the rocky Welsh landscape of 
Testimonies to the softer Mediterranean coastline of The Catalans, confines a talent 
which is perhaps better suited to this medium, and includes some brief moments of 
experience where fate often adds the finishing touches to failure and futility. The 
unending hours of an obsessive, a perfectionist, waste a life which is suspended be- 
ween the strokes of his clocks; a forced climb to high places becomes as unbearable 
to a woman as her husband; a German, up against the wall of hatred of a Catalan 
village, finds no comfort or corroboration in his Nazi faith; an artist, at the end 
of his success, turns to the rich friend of former years and is now ready to sell him 
a few pictures- but the man who greets him is blind; there's a cheerful fable of 
early Welsh Christendom; a voyage to the Indies; some sporting stories- a drawing of 
badgers, a duck shoot, a mountain climb, and some fishing sorties where the catch is 
death, etc. etc. Varied and versatile, O'Brian is also a careful writer (never a 
flubbed phrase) who ministers to minority tastes. These however will be appreciative.

The mounting hatred 17 year old Joe has for his father, Harry, is concentrated 
in the story of the boy's realization that "my old man” worked in his rough way to keep 
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the boy from going under the pressures of small town conformity. His mother dead, Joe's 

feelings about his father's slopping away at the bottle, about his mean and hateful ac- 

tions, about his insensitivity towards a boy's dreams and ambitions, become more and more 
inimical, until, when Joe gets a chance to work in the local bank, “my old man" really o> 
puts the lid on it with a big drunk that lands him in jail and gets the offer of the job 
retracted. But, with his death, he hands on the freedom of action he himself has lived. 

Joe's dog, Orchard, in his own mean, hateful way, has just as much of a hand in the boy's 

growth into adulthood. Sordid in its detail, the "crap and not crap" ends at last in pity

THE BOND AND THE FREE — $3.00 


A first novel from England makes use of the letters from Lavinia, whose aunt 
Claudia is Pilate's wife, to her cousin Portia in Rome during her thirty years of absence 
from that city, and the result is a graceful portrait of a lady of the period during her 
conversion to Christianity. Tiberius' annoyance with Lavinia exiles her to Judea where 
John the Baptist is beheaded shortly after her arrival; she falls in love with, and marries, 
Lucius, Uncle Pontius' personal assistant; she becomes aware of and interested in the Jews; 
after the tension climaxing in the Crucifixion, they spend ten years there until Lucius 
is posted at Philippi, a tour that lasts twenty years. And then Rome, under Nero, with 
the fortitude and dignity of the Christians undergoing persecution. Here is the feel of 
the decay within the colonial empire, the tremendous power of Jesus' teachings,and the develop- 
ment of 1 smart young thing into a sensitive, responsive and devoted woman, - in sincere 
but never ponderous handling. A special appeal should market this. (LC: 55-7952)

Bloch-Michel, Jean 


The philosophic intent behind this story of a man's determination to get beyond 
the reach of an invader's program of conquest underlines the fact that man cannot live 
without mankind. His home bombed out, Pierre determines that he and his family will 
disappear. Caught in the collective panic and mass migration, he loses his youngest 
daughter, and heads towards the mountains. There are temptations - to linger in unmolest- 
ed territory, to lessen the sufferings of his wife, Yvonne, his daughter, Marie, eleven, 
and his son, Antoine, an apprehensive six year old - but they continue to the Alpine meadows, 
where they watch the program of invasion empty a village, which becomes their isolated home. 
The year they spend there deepens their loneliness, gives them a solitude which holds no 
future and peoples their empty world with fears. Antoine's sickness links the family to- 
gether for a while and the harvest gives them a common cause but the coming of the second 
winter brings Yvonne's pregnancy and Pierre's discovery that the conqueror has been conquer- 
ed and he and his family are now "liberated". A thoughtful novel in which physical survival 
at first important, becomes subordinate to spiritual and moral salvation, this reflects its

A fishing trip down the Big River in the north country is toned by the many 
moods of the outdoor world, by the carefree release of days idling under a summer sun, by 
the more demanding presence of danger deliberately challenged. For Pete Gay, these four- 
teen days spent each year with Ben Pierson,an old friend, and this time with Tony- a no- 
vice, are a happy hiatus in a life lived alone for Pete has found that trapping is a one- 
man business, and the years in the big woods have given him a rough wisdom. The high » 
spirits of the first days give way to the more serene contentment of fishing, hunting, 
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setting up camp; Tony's first introduction to fear- as they ride the rapids- almost 
reaches a point of panic; buck, trout, coon, pike, even a mink vary the pursuit- the 
catch and the kill; and for the old-timer, Pote, there is a final test of courage 
when he cuts a fish hook out of his thumb, and, handicapped by an ugly wound, his 
canoe capsizes in vicious waters....

A mild story of the shifting, intensifying and fading of young Julie's 
feelings, emotions and attitudes, takes her from Franklin Square, on Philadelphia's 
Main Line, to Montreal, and cracks open her Presbyterian world. For her father is 
a minister and an advocate of Fundamentalism and the trouble with her mother is her 
college education; her sister Ellen is just about perfect - but Julie has dreams at 
13 of romantic, vivid and daring Arthurian adventures. Baker College for girls with 
its religious background, and its gray drabness, and Kenneth's proposal when she is 
19, do not satisfy her so that a chance to go to McGill in Montreal with her cousin, 
Lorraine, offers attractive possibilities. There her horizons widen as her insularity 
becomes evident; there are several men to take her dancing, to let her smoke and even 
drink, while her dream world centers around Ross Cameron, who, in recognizing her 
worldly attempts, keeps her unhappily wondering until he tells her he loves her.

Not as effervescent as you might be led to believe, this first novel tries 
to hit an offbeat of idiosyncrasy and irregularity as it follows the erratic conduct 
of Charley Garnier, a Harvard student. Charley comes by his notions honestly; his 
grandfather, Simon, has built an 18th century English manor house in the Missouri 
low country, lives on a liquid diet, and spends the day potshotting at logs on the 
river or planes in the sky. Anxious to make a trip by jeep from Paris to Bhutan 
(somewhere near Tibet) with his friend, Shadrach, a Boston reporter, Charley goes 
home to touch his grandfather for three thousand dollars, fails, and returns to 
Harvard to find that Shadrach has been sent overseas. The jeep finally acquired, 
Charley heads home again- a flood interrupts his progress- he spends a few days 
working on the levee- and he finally reaches his destination to find that his grand- 
father has died, left his house to become a museum, and his money to support it.... 
More footloose than fancy free, even the conversational skirmishes (some of them 
vulgar) will not keep this oddball rolling- certainly not very far.

THE TREE OF MAN $4.50 a 


A story that attempts to capture - for Australia- the sense of a frontier open- 
ing up, that Conrad Richter succeeded in doing for an American background in the trilogy 
that began with The Trees (1940). There is much to be commended in the universality of 
concept, the basic human values, the inherent drama of life in the raw. But for me the 
characters remained conceptions rather than fulfillments;- Stan Parker, throughout his 
life span, was the inarticulate, awkward, sensitive youth growing into manhood and old age, 
virtually unchanged; Amy, the orphan girl he took as his wife, was never convincingly the 
frustrated lusty woman he has made her, despite her yearnings and ultimate fall; the neigh- 
bors, except for the dissolute Irish O'Dowds, and the Quigleys,~- Bub who was a child all 
his life, and his protective sister Doll, who killed him to save him the danger of being 
left alone,- remain shadowy background - a sort of Greek chorus. The events move slowly 
across the stage, against flood and fire and drought, against poverty, relative security 
and disintegration. The community itself comes alive only in disaster- and even then the 
women remain observers, not participants- a far cray from Richter's creation. With the 
next generation growing up, only the Parker children emerge:- Theima, who marries ahove 
her station, and returns at intervals, to hover over her parents, but never really to share; 
Ray, who escaped to become a wastrel, a villain, guarded by his mother, finally rejected. 

It is a strange story, redeemed by compassion, but rarely allowing the reader full participa- 
tion in its oddly detached emotional values. The style is erratic, uneven, occasionally 
derivative from the early Faulkner. I found it difficult reading, despite the stark

THE PERSISTENT IMAGE $3.50 


Gladys Schmitt has established her place among today's novelists whose work 
cannot be pigeon-holed. She has given us two really significant historical novels, in 
David the King and Confessors of the Name. She has given us a novel that one might dis- 
like but could not ignore, The Gates of Aults. And now in this, which some will feel is 
slight and unpretentious in comparison with her earlier work, she has written that rare 
thing, a novel dealing with the complexities of marriage and divorce, and of a passion that 
seeks to destroy what it cannot possess. John Reiber, a musician, making a competent living 
with a record business, has sought for six years to erase the image of Helen Cameron, whom 
he had loved and thought loved him in return. But she married Harold Beales, a man of 
her own social class, and bore him a child, the one thing she cherished from a marriage 
she came to loathe. Then John and Helen meet again- through the instrumentality of the 
mother who had engineered the unhappy marriage. The Cameron money was gone. They were liv- 
ing in crowded quarters, on the pittance Harold allowed for his child, and on what Helen 
earned. But the old pride was there, and Helen- scarred she felt irreparably by the 
violence and cruelty of her marriage. wanted only what John could give in love and secur- 
ity. How John broke through her walls of resistance to feeling again - and then could 
not overcome his own persistent resentment of little Sissy, because of her resemblance 
to Harold- makes for a pattern of "pull devil, pull baker" until Harold walks out of the 
past and forces John into facing relative values. The story is not an obsessive one, but 
Gladys Schmitt draws depths of meaning from below the surface situations, and makes the 
reader fully cognizant of the levels of emotion involved therein. (LC: 55-7671) ¢

He learns that one of his men is involved 
with the Oriental Chang in a narcotics traffic- and no longer useful- Foster is killed; 
two little girls are the victims of a sex-crazed killer; Birdy, the stool who has 
informed on Foster, needs protection and is hunted down by the mob; some mail-van 
robberies continue to plague him; a vicar is bullied and brutalized by the boys in 
his neighborhood; and the robbery of a safe deposit bank is the most challenging coup 
of all. Through all of this Gideon, a stolid man but majestic when aroused, moves 
with patience and vigilance and sure skill and this report on the Yard's procedure 
is made with authority and authenticity- so that it would seem like an inside job.

CHINA UNDER COMMUNISM $4.50 


A dispassionate survey of China's first five years under Communism puts some 
grim facts and prospects on the board. Noting that the same system as that used in 
the organization and control of the Soviet States is being employed in China, Mr. 
Walker dubs the five years from 1949-50 to 1954 the flush of victory, the year of vio- 
lence, of regimentation, of retrenchment, of decision. How Mao rules the "People's 
Democratic Dictatorship”- the gaining of psychological control specially in the train- 
ing of cadres (a telling section); the organization of control from national to local 
levels; the economic push toward industrialization at any cost; the various drives 
imposed on the people, some welcomed as Land Reform, some distressing, as the Marriage 
Laws the place of terror and hate campaigns (particularly America) in molding the people- 
all :are detailed. The disregard for human beings is evident as one witnesses the 
grinding of the state machine which has little regard for its peasants, forced now 
toward the collectivization which hasn't worked in Russia,nor for the plight of the 
urban workers, nor for its enemies, the intellectuals and landlords- (whom the author 
points out were in China not another class). In foreign affairs, the author feels 
that China follows the U.S.S.R. (He doesn't seem to feel a pull with China a separate 
hub of an alliance, but hopefully notes the xenophobic quality of Chinese ideology 
still encouraged by the Russians, which might possibly be turned against them), and 
pressures the neutrals caught between the U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A.. In prospect, he 
weighs the historical facts of oriental despotism to which China is accustomed against 
our possible action in terms of economic cooperation, holding out against the regime 
by refusing to recognize Communist China and keeping Taiwan as symbol. In comparison 
with recent reports on China, more inclusive and less personal than the eye-witness ac- 
counts of Moraes, Hutheesing, and others (whom he mentions), this is calm and sober 
coverage.

THE GREAT AMERICAN HERITAGE $5.00 


To prove his thesis that the real wealth of American is in the moral and 
spiritual contribution to the American heritage, Kornitzer provides a composite bio- 
graphy of the Eisenhower family "to illustrate how, although born in relative poverty” 
men can "rise in an atmosphere of freedom to whatever success their talents permit”. 
Gathered from interviews recorded on tape, this parallels memories with careers, 
qualities with personalities, and differences with agreement - as Arthur, the banker, 
Edgar,the corporation lawyer, Earl, the engineer who is now a newspaper executive, 

Roy, the pharmacist (now dead), Milton, the University president, and Dwight, the 
President, respond to Kornitzer's questions. Their parents, David and Ida, and the 
deeply religious, close home life they provided; the boyhood incidents, exploits and 
adventures; further education and solo starts in life - these are all interwoven in 

the brothers' individual stories and in their recollections of each other as individual 
accomplishments merge with family anecdotes. Not angled politically, this is a con- 
scientious research into the force of the family, the assets handed down for independence, 
and integrity and the basic spirit and character that motivated this particular unit.

Scoffers and skeptics will have their field day, 
but look back at the incredulity that hailed Jules Verne, with the publication of 
20,000 Leagues Under the Sea - and turn to the long list of records of scientific 
undersea expeditions- and the latest record of atomic underwater submarines. One 
cannot question Adamski's whole-hearted and almost fanatical sincerity as he records 
his experience in the two years since he made personal contact with a man from another 
world, since he first photographed the "flying saucer" which brought his visitor. 

From that point on, up to April of this year, Adamski was in recurrent physical con- 
tact with his planetary visitors, was taken by them on various Scout ships (flying 
saucers to us) to the great space ships which were their equivalent of airplane

A massive history of the surly, savage country once believed to be Magog, this 
is almost as vast as the land from which it stems and is an impressively researched re- 
cord through the centuries. From 3000 B.C., and the raids and rites of a predatory 
nomad people, the history of this unknown part of the world slowly joined with that of 
China- with Attila and the Huns- and Eastern Rome. Certain nations emerged, and Temuds- 
hin was the first great Khan whose name became a symbol of worldwide destruction; the 
dream of conquering China lived on and was achieved by Kubilsi; "the law of the club" 
was and also was to remain the foundation of Siberian rule; Timur “covered the land

THE ENGLISH NOVEL $4.75 


A clear basic critical analysis of the English novel from its beginnings to the 
present, treats the subject as a convenient whole and brings a picture of the novel form 
and its process in England into clear focus. For Mr. Allen, the novel as any art form, 
is not evolutionary, the novelist as commentator, synthesizer and judge, must in turn be 
judged in relation to the mores and knowledge of his own times. To do this, Mr. Allen 
starts by tracing the various influences that preceded the birth of the novel proper, with 
the publication of Richardson's Pamelain 1740. Following the familiar periods of English 
literature from Chaucer on, he makes interesting and pertinent points, such as the change 
in painting that came about as artists gradually began to humanize a hitherto completely 
idealistic Madonna. The literary humanization though different in character, produced 
its own results of a kind that led to the works of Swift in the early 18th century, though 
Swift is the embodiment of satire and cannot be considered as a novelist in the true sense. 
It is interesting to watch too, the different eyes with which succeeding authors viewed 
their worlds, to note for example that Willkie Collins' wrote superb mysteries Jecause the ay 
genre was not yet developed; that the mutations after 1850 were traceable from continental 
works; that Virginia Woolf's drastic statement about the abrupt change in human nature in 
1910- when French impressionistic paintings were exhibited in London- had its own truth.

This is an emotional as well as an intellectual experience, and should go 
far towards emphasizing the changed "climate of opinion” in which we now view the use 
of nuclear weapons in offensive warfare. But primarily this is a human document, 
courageous, compassionate, horrifyingly vivid, immediate in its portrayal of the 
aftermath of the use of the first atom bomb. Dr. Hachiya, director of the Hiroshima 
Communications Hospital, kept meticulous notes on the details,- personal, human and 
medical, that seemed to him important in the days between August 6th and September 30th. 
Seriously wounded himself, his home wiped out, his worldly possessions destroyed, Dr. 
Hachiya yet sustained a triumphant detachment of spirit that enabled him to lift others 
to his level. The horrors are there, but he has selected from the mass of evidence, 
case histories that are important for medical science, human stories that touch the 
heart. He has not closed his eyes to the frailties of human nature, the advantage 
taken of desolation and destruction, the cupidity, but what stands out are the great- 
ness and unselfishness that characterized those who dedicated themselves to helping 
the injured, the destitute, the desolate. There are bits of beauty here and there, 
more vivid for their contrast; there is even an occasional spark of humor; there is i 
understanding of the emotions let loose by what seemed the barbarity of the "enemy", 
the fears when "unconditional surrender" was accepted. Ten years later, the atom 
bomb has yielded to the hydrogen bomb. The goal is avoidance of its use- preparation 
for defense, information on safety, understanding of effects and what to do about them. 
Let us hope this grim portrait of what actually happened will serve as a deterrent to 
world disaster.
